When is serial arson not news?

emember when Edmonton’s Ottewell neighbor- 
Reece was terrorized by a serial arsonist last year? 

Entire city blocks were gripped in fear — and for 
good reason. Someone, for some reason, had been 
setting fires to homes and garages with alarming regu- 
larity. Fires kill people, and so police were quick to 
alert the citizens of Ottewell to the danger. 

The media jumped in as well. In these kinds of situ- 
ations, wily news editors know there are a couple of 
solid-gold angles to be played up. Media outlets can 
become guardians of the neighborhood, warning good 
folks of potential disaster. The other angle, of course, 
is the fact that there’s a psycho on the loose and psy- 
chos with matches make for great news copy. There’s 
also the imminent chance of getting really good fire 
photos and footage, so yeah, arsonists on the loose 
are a news outlet’s wet dream. We'll deny it all we 
want, but truth is, news junkies secretly love this 
kinda shit. 

So do cops. They get to cruise around otherwise 
quiet residential neighborhoods looking for some- 
thing out of the ordinary. Because they get bored 
quickly, ordinary things start looking mighty unusual 
and pretty soon, the cops find things to look into and 
people to harass — er, question. And firefighters 
enjoy their jobs too, eagerly awaiting the next call. 

So when the psycho with the matches went wild in 
Ottewell, he dragged a few industries into the fray. 
But this summer, a series of fires in the inner city 
didn’t draw so much as a second look. Yes, there was 
one blaze in which a homeless man died — that got 
plenty of coverage. But no one seemed interested in 
sounding the alarm over a spate of inner-city fires.

Andreas Ganz recalls the last 
fire about a month ago that was lit- 
erally too close to home. 

“We heard the sirens and 
because we had one a couple of 
weeks before that, we all went out 
on to the streets. That was just a 
small house fire and it was an 
abandoned house again.” 

All the recent inner city fires 
currently under investigation 
broke out in vacant houses. Ganz 
doesn’t believe they’re accidents. 
“Tm pretty sure this is pretty much 
deliberate. It just seems to me that 
it’s been a lot of fires all at once — 
one right after the other, that 
seems like a pattern. It sounds like 
somebody getting off on it.” 

Kracher is investigating a list of 
a dozen arsons at vacant homes in 
the inner city that share common 
elements. Another list of fires com- 
piled by city administrators show 
fires have been confined to a small 
area. Since July 14, there have 
been 13 fires in the inner city — 11 
of them in August. Five are being 
investigated as arson, four are sus- 
pected arsons. Eleven fires were 
concentrated in a small strip run- 
ning north along 95, 96 and 97 
Streets from 103 Avenue to 108 
Avenue. The other two fall just 
outside those borders — at 98 
Street and 108 Avenue and 92 
Street and 111 Avenue. A homeless

Irvine added that there would be 
talk if the fires were accidental, 
but she hasn’t heard any rumblings 
from Urban Manor residents. 

Coun. Allan Bolstad got con- 
cerned about the fires after a pair 
of townhouses under construction 
in his ward were set on fire. They 
had been sitting unfinished and 
abandoned for more than five 
years. “The fire was so intense that 
the heat cracked the front window 
of a house across the street and 
melted some lawn furniture,” the 
Ward 2 councillor recalled. 
“Actually there was quite a con- 
cern it was going to send two 
other houses up in flames. So at 
that point, I felt it was time to take 
a closer look at what was causing 
some of these fires and what we 
can do about it.” 

Bolstad believes the problem at 
the heart of these fires is derelici 
housing and “homeless people or 
people looking for places to stay 
overnight or possibly even van- 
dals.” He requested a report from 
city administration on the recent 
fires in abandoned buildings. “We 
need to take a look at the prob- 
lems we have with abandoned 
houses to ensure that they’re fixed 
up or taken down altogether.” 

City council is taking a more 
aggressive stance toward demol- 
ishing the vacant eyesores dotting 
the inner city. Bolstad wants to see 
even more done. But he recognizes 
the homeless issue also requires 
council’s attention. The item is up 
for debate later this month.

City could shut down bars 


‘Don’t send a bureaucrat out to do a cop’s job,’ bar owners sc:

city hall report says local bars 
Alec lose their business 
licences even if they haven't 
been convicted of an infraction of 
liquor laws. And the thought that a 
bureaucrat could put a nightclub 
out of business has some bar own-

“IT have a little trouble with the 
city being able to usurp the pow- 
ers of the Alberta Gaming and 
Liquor Commission,” said James 
Chipman, manager of the Rebar 
night club and a member of the 
city’s Bar Watch committee. “For 
the city’s licensing department to 
take action based on a provincial 
statute is a little unfair. It’s the 
municipal government stepping 
into the provincial arena.” 
Chipman was responding to a 
report from city administrators to 
council’s community services com- 
mittee. The report was written at 
the request of Coun. Michael

Phair, who has who has been look- 
ing for ways to crack down on 
crowds of drunken partiers who 
hit the streets after last call, espe- 
cially along Whyte Ave. 

“Whyte Avenue continues to be 
(a problem). There have been con- 
cerns expressed by businesses and 
residents and the police have indi- 
cated there are issues and rowdi- 
ness.” 

The report states that, in the 
same way the city can take away a 
tobacco sales licence from a cor- 
ner store, it can also take away a 
liquor license from a bar — even 
without a court-room conviction. 

Lance Makutra, general manager 
of Barry T’s Grand Central Station 
and Bar Watch committee chair, 
says the decision to put a bar out 
of business should rest with some- 
one other than a city licence 
inspector. Makutra wonders why 
anyone would want a civic bureau- 
erat to make judgment calls on 
liquor regulations, deciding if a bar 
is over-crowded, if minors are 
being served or if intoxicated 
patrons are being served.

This 
could hit them in the pocketbook a 
little more,” he said. 

“We'll always benefit from some- 
thing more to go back on because 
there are always situations where 
traditional means of solving prob- 
lems don’t apply. If you had a 
problem establishment, this could 
be another legal remedy,” 

Phair asked city administrators 
if there was anything the city 
could do itself to deal with bars 


that break liquor laws — he feels —

Juno Awards are organized by 

the Canadian Academy of 
Recording Arts and Sciences 
(CARAS), a not-for-profit organiza- 
tion created to preserve and 
enhance the Canadian music and 
recording industries and to con- 
tribute towards higher artistic and 
industry’standards. 

CARAS’ main focus is the explo- 
ration and development of opportu- 
nities to showease and promote 
Canadian artists and music through 
television vehicles such as the Juno 
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Awards. 

Any artist who released product 
during the entry times is eligible to 
apply for Juno nomination. There 
are 38 categories, 30 of which are 
juried. The rest are based on sales, 
or by selection committee (such as 
Hall Of Fame and Special 
Achievement Awards). 

The awards for 1999 feature a 
new vocal jazz category. The bad 
news to this year, three categories 
are in danger of being axed. A cate- 
gory must contain a minimum of 20 
submissions, out of which the finai- 
ists are chosen to be juried. The 
nomination deadline is Nov. 17. As 
of Nov. 9, all categories had the 
amount required, with the excep- 
tion of Country Group or Duo, 
Country Female Vocalist and 
Country Male Vocalist. Odd, with 
such a strong C&W contingency in 
this country, that these would be 
lacking.

At 30,000 seats, the SkyDome is 
the biggest show venue yet for the 
Junos. An added dimension to the 
celebrations will be bleachers set 
up outside so fans can watch their 
favorite artists come down the red 
carpet into the venue. An MC and 
entertainment will be provided,

Hie Hurtig’s hard-hitting new 

book, Pay the Rent or Feed the 
Kids: The Tragedy and Disgrace 
of Poverty in Canada, and don't 
get angry. Chances are you'll grow 
furious. But that’s okay. That’s 
what Hurtig wants. 

In a nutshell, Hurtig wants read- 
ers to address one of the most 
thorny questions facing Canadians 
in the waning moments of the 20th 
century: how can a country as rich 
as Canada have so much poverty? 

“] want to embarrass the Chré- 
tien government, embarrass Paul 
Martin, Ralph Klein, Mike Harris 
__ | want Canadians to get angry,” 
he said. 

Hurtig unearthed a mountain of 
up-to-date information, document- 
ing the indicators of growing 
Canadian poverty and the growing 
disparity among Canadians. Some 
examples plucked from the pages 
of Pay the Rent: 

*Eighty-one per-cent of single 
mothers with children under the 
age of seven live in poverty. 

eThe bottom fifth of income 
earners have suffered an average 
income drop of 31 per cent since 
1984. 

*Average personal income in the 
1990s has dropped about seven per 
cent — the biggest drop since the 


wide and the outlook for poor peo 
ple been so grim. 

Hurtig blames riegligent leader- 
ship at all levels and all ends of the 
political spectrum, undue lobbying 
from Canada’s wealthy, and large 
corporations and concentrated 
ownership of Canadian media.

“Not only do we have a poor 
quality of political leadership in 
this country, for the most part it’s 
been more and more attuned to 
the wishes of the well-to-do,” said 
the 67-year-old author.
